What is looked unon by tho farmers 
and dairymen of the state as the forer 
runner of a decided victory is contained 
in the following article: 

'-'Wednesday morning E. D. ShurtlefT 
of Marengo presented the report of his 
special committee, which investigated 
the tuberculin test of cows; the commit- 
tee reported against the tuberculin teat 
of cows but favors a physical examin- 
ation of all cattle. The report in non- 
committal on pasteurization of milk. 

The report of the committee is re- 
garded by Lake County farmers as a 
victory for their agitation ^gainst the 
tuberculin test law for they have been 
working hard against it on the grounds 
that it would deplete the herds of the 
state in case every farmer selling milk 
in Chicago had to subject his cattle to 
the test for tuberculin. The farmers' 
association has fought the measure 
from the Btart in face of strenuous bp- 
pOBtion from the Chicago health 
authorities who have demanded that 
every cow which furnished milk for;the 
^Chicago market, be put through, the 
test for tubeeculin, and, if found con- 
taminated, it bo slaughtered. 

The report of the, commitee likely 
will be adopted by the house; which i 
means the end of the move to have a 
tuberculin law at this time, although of 
course, likly another move along the 
same line many be tried by interested 
persons. 

As a result of the committee's report, 
one thing is certain, that the present 
law which is now before" the Legisla- 
ture, will not be passed for the house 
voted that the committee investigate 
thoroughly and report back at the pre- 
•sent session. The committee spent 
much time investigating and now that 
its report is made, the majority of the 
house will desire to abide by it. 

Milk producers of the state are circu- 
lating a petition among the farmers ask- 
ing the legislature to refrain from 
passing any tuberculin, legislation. 

The petition is being circulated 
especially in the northern part- of the 
state and several petitions are being 
passed among the farmers round about 
Waukegan. 
The petition sets forth that the pro- 
. ducers believe the tuberculin . test 
tends to promote rather than wipe out 
the disease and Bets forth' as a sug- 
gestion that "herd owners are better 
judges of the healthfulness, require- 
ments and proper method of handling 
cows than the grafter, theorist or the 
ward heeler with just enough political 
pull to secure an appointment as milk 
inspector*" 



One of Antioch's Oldest -Residents; Goes 
to Her Reward Sunday Night 

One of, the oldest residents of this 
village was called to her regard,' when | 
death entered the home of Mrs. Ira R. 
Webb, on Sunday last, claiming aB its 
own, the person of that venerable old 
lady. Her death, which was not un- 
expected was due to the advancement 
of age, but although she had been phys- 
ically enfeebled by the steady march of 
time, her mental faculties had remain- 
ed unimpaired and she conversed, with 
those about her. with the understand- 
ing of youth until the day of her v death.

Sarah Jane Webb was the daughter 
of Georgo and Nancy Potter, and was 
born in Herkimer county, New York, 
May3, f 1823, and passed away at her 

home in Antioch on the- 16th day of 
January, 1911, > at the age of 87 years, 
8 months and 12 days. 

She was one of a family of five child- 
ren and was left an orphan at the age 
of eight years. When fourfeen years 
of age she began teaching school and 
was granted a life certificate. She con- 
tinued iri . the occupation of teaching 
until she was united in marriage to Ira 
R. Webb on thebth day of October, 1844. 
They came to Illinois May 15, 1845 and 
settled in Lake county on the farm near 
Hickory which she still owned at the 
time of her death. A number of years 
ago they left the farm and settled in 
this village. Left a wido\v eight years 
ago she continued to live on in her own 
home with some of her children as com- 
panions until she passed away. 

She was the mother of seven children 
three, daughters, Mrs. Mary Boylan 
and Mrs. Emma Hodge of Antioch and 
Mrs. Ruby Stevens of Virginia, Minn., 
arid four sons George and Chase of 
this place, Bradford of Crystal Falls, 
Mich., and Bernard, who passed away 
eight years ago. V She is also survived 
by a number of grandchildren and some 
great grand children besides many 
other relatives and friends.

ors met at Waukegan Tuesday for. the 
purpose of hearing the final report of 
the audit of Arthur Young & Co. Re- 
ports to the effect that great sensa- 
tions were to develop at this final hear- 
ing proved to be without grounds. The 
auditor's report was quiet in the ex- 
treme and showed an aditional shortage 
of only $63.71 thus raising the entire 
shortage to the 
stead of $27,250:56 as 
at the close of the first audit which did 
not cover the last few weeks of the 
various terms of office. 

The report showed that on December 
5 the total cash in the banks to the 
credit of the county treasurer was 
$15,393.17, whereas had there been no 
shortage, the credit to the county would 
have been $42,708.53 

The report also showed, the 1 amount 
$10,958.76 of uncollected fees, most of 
which is said to in the county clerk's 
office. This caused^ some discusion but 
the supervisors soon learned that it is 
impossible for the clerk to make de- 
mand in advance for fees, and that the 
uncollected fees accumulate through 
his inability to force people to pay fees 
in advance, and later they simply re- 
fuse to pay. The wrangle as to whether 
the county should go after the uncollec- 
ted fees or not, consumed some time' 



Hendee suggested that the only way by 
which the county could make any log- 
ical effort to collect the back fees was 
to ask the county judge to cite into 
court all persons who had failed to pay 
fees, and it is said that this measure is 
likely to be resorted to. 

Only one new feature has developed 
in tho shortage matter, during the last 
couple of weeks, and that is the fact

ru 1 of $27,314.56 in- • that out of the $27,314.56 nearly $8,000 
was given out belonged to the state funds and that, 
that amount must be made good by the 
state bond, instead of shouldering the 
whole amount onto the county bond. 
When the first report of the auditors 
was given out the amount of the short- 
age was stated and the conclusion was 
taken that the whole amount was coun- 
ty funds and that it was therefore up 
to the county bondsmen to make good. 
But by means of a careful~study of the 
county treasurer's books and a- -corres- 
pondence with the state treasurer this 
fact was brought to light and by it the 
county bond is only holding for about 
$20,000, and with this amount again 
reduced $6000 by the proceeds of the 
Ames property at Lake Catherine arid 
the property in Waukegan yet to dis- 
pose of, it nbw begins to look as though 
the county bondsmen were going to get 
off much easier than they had antici- 
pated.

His friends 
are numbered by th'e score and his death 
will be the cause of genuine grief among 
them. 

He was the third child of Mr. and 
Mrs. Andrew Herman and was born in 
Waukegan on the 19th day of Novem- 
ber, 1856. When only a small child his 
parents moved to Grass Lake, there he 
grew to manhood and there his life was 
spent. On the third day of February, 
1844,**he was united in marriage to Miss 
Josephine Yopp, and to them four chil- 
dren, were born, three of whom, Mrs. 
Hugo Kelly, Miss Lula and Eugene re- 
main with the mother to mourn the 
loss of one most dear to them all. 

Besides his immediate family he is 
survived by his father, five sisters,. 
Mrs. Josephine Cropper of Chicago, 
Mrs. Mary Little and Mrs. Minnie Ra- 
maker of Waukegan, Mrs. Carrie 
Byrnes of Gurneeand Mrs. Thresa Mid- 
dendorff of Antioch, and three brothers 
Wm. of Lawton, Oklahoma, Frank of 
Mooreton, North Dakota, and Henry 
of this place. 

The deceased was a member of Lotus 
Camp, M. W. A. and Olson Camp P. 
N. A. and of Sequoit lodge A. F. and 
A. M., the latter order having charge 
of the funeral services which will bo 
held at the home Friday afternoon at 
two o'clock, and the interment will be 
in the Grass Lake cemeery.

WELL KNOWN MAN GONE 



Benjamin Achen Passed Away After Short 
lllnes of Pneumonia 

Ben Achen, one of the most promin- 
ent farmers in the vicinity of Hickory 
and one of the best known men in east- 
ern Lake County and along the north 
shore, passed away at his home on 
Sunday morning at eight o'clock, after 
an illness of about a week, plural pneu- 
monia being the cause. His condition 
was very critical and on Friday all hope 
for his recovery was given up. 

Mr. Achen 'b entire life was lived at 
Hickory with the .exception of eight 
years which he spent at EvanBton. He 
was born on the old home stead which 
his parents years ago took up from the 
government, oh the 26th day of October, 
1858, and at the same place he died on 
the 15th day of January, 1911, at the 
age of 52 years. December 21, 1882. he 
was united in marriage to Miss Mary 
Woodhouse, who with their two sons, 
Dr. Fred Achen of Kenosha, and Mer- 
ril J. of Hickory are left to mourn his 
demise. 

To say that he was a self-made man, 
is saying a trite and common thing, 
but one which in this case was sig- 
nificantly true. Mr. Achen possibly 
made no leaps and bounds forward, but 
his career has been one of steady grad- 
ual arid uninterrupted progress. There 
is a bit of pnilosophy which says, that 
every man must traverse the ladder of 
life one way, either upward or down- 
ward. Too many men begin life at the 
wrong end, too many begin at the top 
and can traverse it only downwrod. 
Mr. Achen began life at the lower and 
right end of life's ladder. But by one 
step at a time he climbed toward the 
top and when he passed out of this life 
he had attained an enviable degree of 
success, and his life had reached a high 
degree of proficiency. He had hiB 
hands on many interests both large and 
responsible and he bore himself with all 
dignity, and with a sterling honesty 
and the highest possible integrity.. 

He commanded the highest respect of 
his neighbors and associates *and his 
daily life was one of . unquestionable 
honor. '• 

The funeral services were, holdat, the 
Hickory M. E. church Tuesday forenoon 
with Rev. Chas. Wesley Boag, D. D, 
pastor at Waterloo, Wis., officiating, 
and the interment at the Mount' Rest 
cemetery. 



The Free Love colony established a

The buildings 
are of concrete and steel and consist of 
the main colony building of twenty- 
eight rooms, four bathrooms, closets 
and laundry, and has hot water, steam 
heat, acetylene gas, hardwood and tile 
floors, and hardwood finish throughout. 
The announcement that the place is for 
sale is a surprise to all, as it was gen- 
erally supposed that the strange cult 
was perfectly satisfied with its present 
location. 

As will be remembered the Lake 
county location was chosen when Jacob 
Beileart and his followers were driven 
out of Lisbon, Ohio, by ; threats of tar 
and feathers and lynching. The colony 
consists of twelve adults, six men and 
six women and two children. The 
Beilhart doctrines which are still fol- 
lowed by the cult, although he has been 
dead for the past two years, are that 
each man and woman shall do 41s they 
please and accept the penalty therefore, 
that each member of the cult must 
work to sustain the whole fabric,, that 
property is held in common. Women 
as well as men work in the fields. At 
the community table at which all ate 
the rule is that no one should leave 
with a grade or anger in their heart and 
their verbal battles . were there fought 
out 

Miss Virginia Moore who has held the 
reins since Beilhart's death when asked 
if the members would divide the pro- 
ceeds of the sale when made, and each 
go their way replied that such was not 
their intention, that their plans were to 
remain together and adhere still to 
their method of community life. 

MILLBURN RESIDENT DEAD 



Mrs. George Strang Passes Away at the 
Age of Eighty-Two Years 

One of the most highly respected 
ladies in the vicinity of Millburn was 
laid at rest on Tuesday when the fun- 
eral of the late Mrs. George Strang 
was held. She was numbered among 
the oldest residents of that village and 
had reached the advanced age of 82 
years, 8 months and 21 days. Her death 
was due to the infirmaties of age, al- 
though she had always been consider- 
ed unusaully spry and active for one of 
her years. 

Miss Eliza J. Sortor was born April. 
24, 1828, in Nicaragua county, New 
Yorjp and, with her parents, moved to 
the state of Ohio when five years of age 
In the year of 1840 the family moved to 
Illinois and settled on a farm near Lake 
Villa, there she lived until her marriage 
to George Strang, which occurred on 
the 17th day of June, 1847, when they 
Bettled at Millburn which place has been 
her home every since. She was the 
last of a family of eight children three 
boys and five girlB. 

She is survived by a family of four 
sons W; H. and J. A. Strang of Mill- 
bum, George, of Marshfield, and Eu- 
gene of Waukegan and two daughters, 
Mrs. W. IB. Stewart of Millburn and 
Mrs., Cora Anderson of Iola, Kansas.'

Insurrectos Reported to Have Hold 
Federal Troops at Bay for Three 
Hours When Latter Withdrew and 
Went Into Camp. 



San Antonio, Tex.— According to 
advices received in thlB city Thurs- 
days more than, forty participants 
were killed In a serious battlo that 
took place between the Mexican fed- 
eral troops and the revolutionists just 
across the border. 

The news came from Ed. O'Reilly, a 
newspaper correspondent who has 
beon at the front In Mexico near the' 
international line, and was received 
here in a dispatch dated Comstock, 
Tex. It reads: 

"Big fight; more than forty killed; 
hit myself." 

The insurrectos, It is reported, held 
the federals at bay for three hours, 
after which tho latter withdrew two 
miles and went into camp. 

This telegram indicates a reopening 
of hostilities after a lull of about a 
month, or slnco the insurgents fought 
a draw battle with tho forces of .Gen- 
eral Navarro at Cerro Prleto and soon 
afterward caught- the federal com- 
mander's men. In an ambuscade near 
Mai Paso and Inflicted on them heavy 
losses.

— Five men are known to 
have been killed and there is a pos- 
sibility of several more being dead as 
the result of the fire that destroyed' 
the chamber of commerce building 
Tuesday night. 

At the annual meeting of the cham- 
ber of commerce Wednesdays steps 
wore taken to build an entirely new 
building whore the other ono stood. 

Troops Kill Eleven In Riot. 

Bombay. — Troops called out' to 
quell tho riot fired several volleys Into 
tho crowds, killing 11 and wounding 
14 persons.

Says 'Little Combines Are Pursued 

With. Brass Band While Big Ones 

Are Unmolested. 



New York. — In an address before 
the annual meeting of the National 
Civic federation Thursday Samuel 
TJntermyer attacked the government's 
attitude toward the trusts as a "mon- 
strous Bham." According to him the 
large and "vicious" corporations go 
unmolested while "the little fellows 
are being pursued with a brass band 
and the greatest press bureau ever 
put in action." 

Mr. TJntermyer first blamed the 
courts and tho government, since the 
enactment of tho Sherman anti-trust 
law in 1890, for failing to suppress 
tho crimes It was passed to prevent 
and thus permitting the growth of 
"vicious" corporations. Ho then 
charged the present administration 
with prosecuting only the smal com- 
binations, such as the window-glass 
and* bath-tub associations, which he 
claimed were innocent of criminal in- 
tent. 

As a solution for the trust problem, 
the speaker advocated rigid federal 
regulation, asserting that state con- 
trol was .confusing and Inadequate. 
He also maintained that tho expres- 
sion "guilt is personal" was merely 
"a political catch-phrase" and really 
had no bearing oh the question. Fed- 
eral regulation, he believed, would 
perservo all the benefits of combina- 
tion, such as the elimination of de- 
structive competition, whilo avoiding 
its evils.

Batavla, N. Y.— Five men are dead, 
two were probably fatally Injured and 
eight others seriously hurt in, the 
wreck of tho Western Express and 
tho Boston and Buffalo special, both 
westbound, at the station hero of tho 
New York Central railroad Friday. 
Tho victims were all In the rear sleep- 
er of the. special. 

The engine of train 23, the west- 
ern express from Now York to Chi- 
cago, struck the rear of 49, the Bos- 
ton and Buffalo express, with such 
force that the last car of No. 49, a 
sleeper, was crushed.

ber 13, 1909, have, received $54,594.52 
from tho Cherry relief fund, according 
to tho report' of Secretary Duncan Mc-

mission, following a meeting of the 
body at Chicago. 

The report In 'detail shows that six 
.children of the miners who were killed 
have, since died, and 11 benoflclarlos 
have gone to Europe. Six of the 142 
widows who lived at Cherry jiiBt after 
the accident have remarried, and only 
102 reside In the village at the present 
time. The sum of $214,693.53 remains 
In the hands of the commission to be 
pnld to tho widows and children of the 
dead minors.

P THE legislative season .Is dull, 
tho rumor crop Is very large, and 
It has been what might bo called a 
Benson of denials In tho capltol.

presldont has recommended and is 
preparing to urge legislation appro- 
priating largo sums for tho. fortifica- 
tion of both entrances to tho canal 
zone, arid this In. itself will cause .a' 
struggle. In addition there is pend- 
ing before the senate a bill, already 
passed by tho house, replacing' the 
canal commission by a director gen- 
eral at the lioad of a civil govern- 
ment, the details of which aro boing 
worked out by the president. 

Moreover, there Is the question of 
canal tolls, which on tho recommenda- 
tion of the president; is being worked 
out In a bill by Chairman Mann' of tho 
house committee on inter-state ' com- 
merce. Ho is also anxious that tho 
tolls to be charged be decided on at 
this'scssion, so that thero will be time 
for tho world'B commerce to adjust it- 
self to tho proposed rates. 

-On tho subjdet of fortifying tho 
canal thero has already developed op- 
position, and though both houses can 
bo counted on to vote for fortifica- 
tions, many long speeches will be 
made on tho other Bldd either by peace 
advocates or by congressmen general- 
ly hostile to tho expenditure of money 
on the canal. Tho election of United 
States senators by popular vote is 
also looming up. 



Postal Thieves Reported Plentiful 



Shelbyvlllc, Ky.— Twenty masked 
men early Sunday, stormed the Jail 
here, seized three negroes and strung 
them up to a railroad bridge. The 
rope broke with two of the victims 
'and they wero shot to death. 
■ The dead negroes are: Eugene Mar- 
shall; who had been. convicted of the 
charge of murdering an aged negro 
woman, and had been sentenced to the 
penitentiary for life; Wado; Patterson, 
charged with detaining Miss Elizabeth 
• Rubel, a white , v rilne-teen-year-old Shcl- 
byvlllo.glrl, and James West, a negro 
charged with ■■ detaining Miss Mary 
Coley, a white girl of this place. 

Feeling had been high since the ar- 
rest of the two negroes several weeks 
ago and they were taken to Louis- 
ville, where they were held for safe- 
keeping until Thursday, when the 
local authorities brought them hero to 
Btand trial.' ,. However, tho news of 
their arrival spread and as there was 
'no demonstration, the authorities be- 
lieved that the citizens would allow 
the law to take Us course. 

The mob rifled a local blacksmith 
Bhop and secured a sledgo hammer 
and various other tools for breaking 
doors and cutting bolts. 'Thoy then 
proceeded to. the county jail. 

On their arrival thoy drew their re- 
volvers and demanded that Jailer Ed- 
ward Thompson surrender tho keys of 
the prison, to them.' Seeing that he 
would only cause trouble by denying 
them, as he was without aid, ho com- 
piled. In their hurry to get into the 
jail the mob broke down tho doors. 
■They, then proceeded t6 cut off tho 
bolts holding the door into .the place 
' In which the negroes were sleeping. 
However, . they* took timo to bo sure 
that the negroes were the ones want- 
ed before, taking them out of 
tho jail. 

The negroes were awakened by the* 
blows on the doors and knew. that the 
mob had arrived. . Pleading for their 
lives they were dragged out of the 
jail and hurried across town, where 
they. could be hanged outside of the 
"city. • Ropes were quickly adjusted 
and it Is said that no time was given 
over to a confessional.- J 

As Patterson and West, who were 
hung on the same rope, wore swung 
over tho end^of a railroad tie, their 
. bodies dangung several foot below, the 
rope snapped. The two negVoes then 
made a break for cover. Tlie body of 
Patterson waB found riddled with bul- 
lets near the creek. West's body has 
not been recovered, but It Is stated 
that ho was shot. Marshall's body 
was found 'swinging from the bridge: 

Thero will bo an Investigation of 
the hanging', but it is believed that 
there will bo no arrests. 



San Francisco. — An unidentified man 
blew himself Into bits with a stick of 
dynamite on a bomb while on board 
of a Southern Pacific ferry boat, 
bound from San Francisco to Oakland, 
upon 'which thero were at least 2,000 
passengers. 

Two other passengers wero serious- 
ly injured. A panic. 1 ' which followed 
was subdued with great, difficulty. 

Ten minutes" after the ' boat; tho 
Berkeley, left tho San Francisco dock 
an unidentified man shouldered his 
way through the throng on tho lower 
deck and rushed into the lavatory. An 
Instant later thero was a terrific ex- 
plosion. 

! Roy B. Samplon and Edwin Hoff- 
schteider, both of Oakland, were 5 in- 
jured. The body of the unidentified 
man was blown to bits.. 

Tho explosion was followed by a 
stampede on both lower and upper 
decks. Several excited passengers 
raised a cry that the boat was sinking. 
Cape W. J. Jones, with his officers and 
men, finally pacified the passengers 
and the boat proceeded to the Oakland 
shore. . .

•Their methods aro skillful and tho 
plunder Is easily hidden or destroyed. 
/Postdflico thieves aro. not arrested ov- 
.ery day, although valuablo letters and 
other articles are stolen almost dally 
and an army of sharp Inspectors aro 
on tho watch. Positive proof of j guilt 
•must bo in tho possession of tho in- 
spector before an arrest Is mado. Clr- 
c urns ton tial evidence does not go , at 
any timo. In almost overy case an 
iarrest means conviction. 

The postofflce employee never 
jknows when ho. Is being shadowed. 
'Outsldo of business hours, even, ho 



may bo watched, when not under sus- 
picion of theft, to soo if ho Is spending 
more .money than his, salary will al- 
low. - . „ , 

"it Is wonderful that there aro as 
fow thieves among tho many thou- 
sands of clerks who handle tho malls, 
for great temptations surround them, 
as thoy handle millions of valuablo 
parcels. These clerks soon learn to 
tell by tho very touch of a letter 
whether it contains money. It "would 
be an easy matter for tho dishonest 
clerk to slip letters' Into 1i!b. pocket 
and open them In some private place. 

There aro but two' successful ways 
to catch a postofilco thief and these 
are by constant watch and by decoy 
letters. With these and. a largo sup- 
ply of patience the game will bo 
caught. It often requires months and 
sometimes yenrs to accomplish this. 
It is one of- the most annoying and 
difficult lines of detective work a man 
ever engaged in and requires tho moat 
earnest labor. Not a slnglo thing 
must bo overlooked. 

But few arrests, have been made In 
"Washington whore there Is a powerful 
army of postofilco employees. They 
seldom go wrong, yet Inspectors are 
no more numerous thero than In other 
cities.

Tho skyward, 
tendency of life's necessities- Is of 
merely passing interest to tho enlist- 
ed men, though it la a real tragedy to 
the young offlcors. ThoBe of tho Ju- 
nior grades draw very low pay con- 
sidering the incidental expenses their 
position requires. .For a second lieu- 
tenant tho salary of • $116 a month, 
particularly If he bo stationed at soma 
eastern post, is forever falling short. 
These young officers live in a mess— 
a real mess — these days when the 
cost of living is twice as much as it 
used to be, and It never did fit the 
Balary. 

Friends of young army officers 
sometimes exert themselvos to have 
them detailed, for duty In Washing- 
ton. If ho has monoy outside his pay 
account this may not ruin him.

Declares Standard Was' Born and 

Reared In Oppression— Assails 

John D. Rockefeller's Veracity. ' 

Washington. — The government's 
sldo of tho story of the Standard Oil 
corporation, with. all the charges of 
sinB laid at its doors, was placed in 
part before the Supremo court of the 
United States' by Frank B. Kellogg, 
special assistant to the attorney gen- 
eral, who, ia an address of three and 
a half hours' duration, on Friday en- 
deavored to show that the combine 
should be dissolved In accordance 
with tho decree entered by the fed- 
eral court in Missouri. 

"The Standard," he said, "was born 
and roared In oppression and hangs 
.today over tho country, like a threat- 
ening cloud." 

Mr. Kellogg said. John D. Rocke- 
feller either did not tell the truth 
in an affidavit he mado in a suit in 
1880 about tho alleged connection of 
certain refineries with tho trust or 
when ho was on the stand in the pres- 
ent suit. 

"Didn't ho offer any explanation of 
the affidavit when he was on tho stand, 
in this case?" inquired Justice Lur- 
ton. 

"No; he couldn't," responded Mr. 
;Kellogg. 

"Mr. Kellogg showed that the profits 
of the Standard Oil were so vast as 
scarcely to' bo conceivable. Ho in- 
stanced the Standard Oil company of 
Indiana. On a capitalization of 
$1, 000, 000 this corporation shows In 
16 years ?G3,000,000 in earnings, ?39,- 
000,000 of which it had paid in divi- 
dends, tho remainder held . in sur- 
plus. He prdduced figures to prove 
that some of the- Standard Oil's pipe 
lino had paid as high as 1,050 per 
cent, on the - capital, others paying 
from 100 to 250 per, cent. 



Madrid, Spain.— Every country in 
tlie world has its heroines as well as 
its heroes, and Its heroines of war as 
well as those of peace. While Molly 
Pitcher, who during, tho revolutionary 
war operated her husband's cannon 
when he was stricken down, is justly 
famous in American annals and cele- 
brated in prose- and verse, the Mold 
of Saragossa is even more renowned 
in her native country, Spain. While 
Palafox was the hero, she was incom- 
parably the heroine of tho siege of 
Saragossa, one of the moBt desperate 
lh modern history and equally daring, 
offensively and defensively. For her^J 
brilliant services Spain made her a 
lieutenant In tho army arid bestowed 
upon her many decorations. Her name 
was Augustlna and as a girl sho was 
a peddler of cool drinks In the city. 
From tho beginning to the end of the 
siege sho was ever In tho heat of con- 
flict and her courage and daring 
served to hearten the gallant defend- 
ers' in tho darkest hours of thoso 
bloody monthB. She won the name La 
Artlllera from having snatched the 
match from tho hands of a dying gun- 
ner and discharged the piece at tho 
invaders. She died In Cueta, Spain, In 
1857, at a very advanced age. 

The slego of Saragossa, in which 
tho maid distinguished herself, was 
conducted by the French in 1808-09, 
during the peninsular war. Saragos- 
sa was one of the cities that blocked, 
tho success of Napoleon's marshals 
In subduing all Spain. On Juno 15, 
1808, tho French Invested It with a 
force of 10,000 men. Its defender was 
Joseph. Palafox, a youth without mili- 
tary experience, but who had sense 
enough to associate with himself men 
of martial training and courage. But 
while Inexperienced in war, he had the 
hea7t of the warrior, and when the 
French general summoned him to sur- 
render, Palafox returned tho Immor- 
tal reply: "War to the knife and the 
knife to tho hilt" 

Tho Spaniards mado a gallant de- 
fense of tha city, worsting the French 
In many a bloody encounter and check-

zer, In his days in harness, tho de- 
spair of his family.

Pulitzer ex- 
claimed: 

"Did you ever know your: father, to 
do anything because it was pleasant?"

Ing their every advance. Finally on 
August 4, after a fierce cannonading, 
the French stormed the placo and 
forced their way through tho walls. 
Then followed a week of most des- 
perate fighting, carried on In • the 
streets and from house to house; and 
tho French troops, bravo as they wero 
and admirably led and equipped, were 
forced to retreat and raise the siege. 

Palafox and his men at once began 
making preparations for the second 
siege, which they knew would come. 
On December 20 a French army of 
40,000 picked soldiers under Marshals 
Moncey and Mortlor encamped before 
tho walla and at once began a vigorous 
prosecution of the siege. Finally tho 
French wero successful at all points 
and. the city wall for one-third Its 
length was captured. 

But though the wall of the town was 
in possession of tho besiegers their 
troubles wero only really beginning. 
Every house, overy street, in the city 
was a stronghold In Itself. Tho French 
resorted to mining and literally blast- 
ed their way Into the/ city. But they 
wero met with dauntless courage at 
overy turn. Postllonce long before had 
broken out among tho defenders, but 
though they were dying by tho hun- 
dreds every day from disease and bul- 
lets they never faltered. On February 
18 a grand assault' Was made by the 
besiegers. The city was on flro in a 
dozen places and tho dead lay un- 
burled in the streets. But the Span- 
iards wero unyielding. 

The hopelessness of the struggle 
had now, however, become apparent 
to tho Spaniards and the city was sur- 
rendered. The garrison,, reduced to 
12,000 men, wore .accorded all. the hon- 
ors of war. During tho siege 00,000 
persons perished, most of them by dis- 
ease. Palafox) the bravo defender, In 
violation of the terms of capitulation, 
Was sent as a prisoner to-Vlncennes' In 
Franco. Later he returned to Spain, 
became" prominent In its political af- 
fairs, was created duke of Saragossa 
and died In 1847— ton years before the 
passing away of the 'Maid of Sara- 
gossa 

Not long slnco a handsome statue 
was erected to the Maid of Saragossa 
In the city which her valor helped to 
defond and this memorial- will hand 
down to 'future generations tho story 
of her courage and heroism.

Moisture 
has little effect and wires -have been 
known to keep their covering Intact 
for many weeks lying in a bed of 
moist iron rust, but failed in a min- 
ute, or so when brought into contact 
I with mold. A house that is painted 
before the walls are entirely dry Is 
likely to abound in mold, and the only 
temporary preventive of Immediate 
deterioration Is carbolic acid, and 
even this does not serve to save the 
insulation unless constantly applied.

week or so ago a Philadelphia woman 
of high social standing, as the world 
views society, the wife of a promi- 
nent club, man, waB. visiting in Mon- 
treal, Canada. While there /she was 
shown some laco gowns whioh she 
considered to be of rare beauty and 
which wore offered to her for sale. 
Ono of these'gowns she liked so much . 
that she ventured to ask the price and 
was told that it was $400. Sho paid 
cash for it on the spot and then sho 
smuggled it Into the United States, 
taking it to her .homo city of Phila- 
delphia. • 

Somo woman "f^iend ,, of the buyer 
of the lace gown '.'tipped off*; the fact : 
of tho purchase and tho smuggling to 
the agents of tho treasury depart- 
ment. An agent called on tho hus- 
band of tho woman' and ; told him 
what ho knew. The husband of courso 
said It was Impossible that his wife 
could have been guilty of a fraud. In 
an hour or two, however^ the husband 
was at tho offlco of tho customs agents 
with his attorney, and he Bald that 
his wife had bought the; gown, but 
that her falluro to pay duty was mere- 
ly an inadvertence. 

Tho customs authorities had tho 
gown appraised by experts and it was 
found it could have been purchased 
in the United States for $75 and that 
the woman who paid $400 for it had 
been done out of $320. The husband 
was compelled to pay. tho duty on 
tho United -States valiio. of tho gown, 
and also to' pay a penalty.- When tho 
transaction was over ho found that 
he and his wlfo together had. paid 
$626 for something which could have 
been bought for $75 at any Philadel- 
phia department store. 

Billion Dollar Session Here. 
Congress this winter will ap- 
propriate about $1,000,000,000, to 
enable the government to pay 
its bills during tho fiscal year ending 
Juno 30, 1912. Years ago when a Ml- 
lion dollar congress was spoken of 
the words were uttered in the irony.of 
exaggeration by members of the party 
which did not happen, to be in power. 
Tho intention was to intimato that, if 
tho extraVaganco of tho majority in 
congress did not cease "the firBt. thing 
tho country knows it will have a bil- 
lion dollar congress on Its hands." 

Not only has tho billion dollar con- 
gros como, but tho billion dollar ses- 
sion has somo, for oach year about 
that amount muBt be appropriated to 
carry tho government along. Of 
course tho revenues have Increased., If 
they had not it would not take many 
.billion dollar congresses 'to bankrupt 
the country. There Is somo fear that 
tho appropriation bills this year will 
have to got through without as careful 
scrutiny as usual, because both senate 
and house have matters on their hands 
which it could not jo foreseen; were to 
bo the BUbJects of long debate . If the 
Balllnger-Plnchot report gets into the 
house It will consume much time, and 
as for the senato tho Lorlmer case 
seems to be bound to take up the bet- 
ter working part of many days.

Thore aro only, 
two portraits in one of tho offices of 
the proaldent; ! ono Is that of his father 
and tho other is that of ; Theodore 
Roosevelt, and it may bo Bald that the 
latter has not yet been turned to the 
wall.

It is not the seme 
portrait which, now hangs In tho 
Whlto* House, for that is tho property 
of the war department which aos oil 
portraits of every .qocretary slnco tho 
tlmo of V/ashlngton.'

SAYS CAN SAVE A SCANDAL 



Rear Admlraj Thomas Relieves. Him 

of Command of Pacific Fleet- 

With Approval ! of 

President Taft. 



.San Francisco. — Rear Admiral 
.Chauncey M. ! Thomas, commandor of 
the second squadron of tlie Pacific 
fleet, arrived hero Monday, on his flag- 
ship, tho California; after a hurried 
trip from Santa Barbara, and at once 
Telieved Rear. : Admiral Edward B. 
■ Barry as commander In chief of the 
Pacific fleet in pursuance of orders 
recolved from the navy department. 

Admiral Barry had requested imme- 
diate retirement under the rule of 
more than- 40 years' service. 
. The cause of Admiral Barry's sud- 
den desire to leave the service after* 
having held the post of fleet com- 
mander for only, a few months, is the 
subject, of a- great deal of gossip and 
speculation in- naval and club circles 
here. Stories, reflecting. seriously up- 
on tho character of the retiring ad- 
miral are being circulated widely and 
naval officers In port have taken cog- 
nizance of them. • There Ib an intima- 
tion in those stories that the admiral 
has been forced to retire. 

In speaking of these rumors, Ad- 
miral Barry- said: 

"It Is not true that I have been 
forced to .retire. Other men have 
askod for Immediate, retirement bo- 
fore. The reasons that have caused 
me to do this are . partly public and 
partly private. The man who Is tri- 
umphantly vindicated under such cir- 
cumstances la as much tho loser as If 
the charges "were proved to be true. 
I believe that by requeatlng iinmo- 
dlato retirement I can save a naval 
scandal." 

•The stories concerning Admiral 
Barry aro of a nature reflecting upon 
his moral character; According to re-' 
ports published hero. the admiral soul 
his request for relief to Washington 
following a conferenco with the staff 
and lino officers on board the West 
Virginia, At this conferenco, it' Is -re- 
ported, the. suggestion was made thai 
a loaded revolver bo sent to tho ad- 
miral's cabin, but this- suggestion was 
lost on a vote. The officers present 
then took an oath of secrecy on con- 
dition that Admiral Barry forward hit 
resignation to Washington at once. 

InBtead\of resigning the admiral.ro 
quested; retirement. After that facl 
bocamo known the subject matter of 
the conference leaked out until all the 
sailors' of tho fleet wore talking. 

Washington:~Tho application of 
Rear Admiral Barry for retlrenienf 
has been approved by President Tafl 
and .ho has been 1 transferred "to the 
retired. list of the navy. 

This action was taken before the 
publication of the allegations that of- 
ficers of the flngshlp West Virginia 
contemplated charges against the ad- 
miral reflecting upon his "moral char 
acter. ; '
